To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Clacton  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Clacton 
for  i960. 

The  wet  summer  will  long  be  remembered  in  Clacton. 

The  amount  of  rainfall  v/as  29*54  inches  which  is  10.35  inches 
above  the  average. 

Perusal  of  the  tables  appearing  elsewhere  in  the 
report  will  indicate  that  the  state  of  the  Public  Health 
remained  high,  only  76  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
notified  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  oases  of  confirmed 
Pood  Poisoning  occurred.  It  is  hoped  of  course  that  our 
lectures  in  food  hygiene  have  proved  beneficial  and  it  is 
furthermore  gratifying  to  observe  how  well  attended  these  courses 
continue  to  be. 

The  presence  of  diphtheria  in  certain  parts  of  the 
country  has  stimulated  many  parents  to  ensure  that  their 
children  are  immunised  against  this  disease.  No  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  were  recorded  but  the  numbers  seeking  immunisation 
are  still  considerable.  During  the  year  B.C.G.  vaccination 
was  offered  to  many  children  of  selected  age  groups,  and  the 
response  for  acceptance  was  good. 

There  continues  to  be  a demand  for  Council  Houses  in 
the  district.  A large  number  of  the  applicants  are  elderly  and 
one  feels  that  it  would  be  worth  considering  the  possibility  of 
building  a residence  similar  to  ''Honeycroft”  built  by  the 
Tendring  Rural  District  Council  and  opened  in  the  Autumn.  In 
this  residence  a warden  service  is  provided.  Central  heating 
and  a constant  hot  v/ater  supply  are  other  amenities  enjoyed  by 
the  residents. 
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During  the  summer,  attention  was  again  drawn  to  the 
pollution  of  the  sea  by  sewage.  Some  of  the  national  nev/s~ 
papers  investigated  the  facilities  for  sewage  disposal  in  many 
seaside  resorts.  It  is  pleasing  to  re-call  that  the  new 
western  area  sewerage  scheme  is  well  under  v/ay,  and  no  doubt, 
in  future  holiday  guides  to  the  tov/n,  mention  will  be  made  of 
the  means  of  sewage  disposal. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for 
their  co-operation  during  the  past  year,  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  I express 
my  appreciation  for  their  loyalty  and  conscientious  work  during 
the  year. 

Finally,  in  view  of  my  departure  from  Clacton  shortly, 
I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  support  during  the 
five  years  I have  been  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

(a)  Here  there  are  two  pools ^ an  indoor  one  (l80,000 
gallons)  and  an  outdoor  one  (250,000  gallons)  v/hich  are  inter- 
connected. These  pools  arc  fed  by  the  town  mains,  and  the 
main  purification  treatment  is  by  chlorination.  Provision  is 
made  for  heating  the  v/atcr.  There  is  a complete  change  of 
water  every  ten  hours. 

(b)  Here  there  is  one  pool,  an  open-air  one  fed  by 
filtered  sea-v/ater,  the  main  purification  treatment  being  by 
means  of  chlorination.  It  holds  315?000  gallons,  and  there 
is  a complete  change  of  v/ator  every  ten  hours. 

15  samples  of  water  v^ere  submitted  from  the  three 
bathing  pools  in  the  District  for  bacteriological  examination. 
14  were  satisfactory^  1 sample  unsatisfactory.

PUBLIC 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

In  the  previous  Report,  mention  v/as  made  of  the 
probable  need  to  increase  the  fleet  of  refuse  collection 
vehicles  in  order  to  cope  with  the  continuing  rapid  expansion 
of  the  district. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  an  additional  refuse 
collection  vehicle  has  been  ordered  and  should  be  in  use  ready 
for  the  1961  holiday  season. 

During  the  year  under  reviev;,  the  refuse  collection 
service  was  severely  strained  because  of  vehicle  breakdowns 
at  the  peak  of  the  holiday  season. 

It  is  also  a pleasure  to  report  that  the  Bedford  30 
cwt.  lorry  has  now  been  replaced  by  a Morris  3 ton  lorry. 

The  Bedford  was  originally  purchased  for  emptying  the  Hopper 
of  the  now  disused  incinerator.  The  Morris  lorry  has  been 
chosen  as  being  more  suitable  for  the  work  of  salvage 
collection. 

It  is  to  be  pointed  out  that  oven  v/ith  the  now 
refuse  collection  vehicle  we  shall  still  be  operating  during 
the  holiday  season  v/ithout  any  real  reserve  5 any  illness  of 
the  men  or  mechanical  breakdowis  of  the  vehicles  may  still 
present  difficult  problems. 

The  district  continues  to  expand  and  a careful  watch 
has  to  be  kept  to  ensure  that  the  vital  refuse  collection 
service  copes  with  this  expansion. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at 
the  Council's  two  sites,  at  Rush  Green  and  o,t  the  Sand  Pits 
at  the  western  end  of  St.  Jolm's  Road. 

The  Sand  Pits  are  used  during  the  winter  months  and 
Rush  Green  during  the  holiday  season.  Rush  Green  is  used 
during  the  season  because  of  the  traffic  problem  which  would 
be  created  at  St.  John's  Road,  and  the  extra  time  which  would 
be  spent  in  travelling  there  in  the  holiday  season. 

It  must  be  repeated  that  these  two  sites  have  only 
a limited  life  as  refuse  disposal  sites  and  there  is  still  an 
urgent  need  to  acquire  additional  land  for  this  purpose. 
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The  time  has  arrived  vdien  serious  consideration  will 
have  to  he  given  to  replacing  the  David  Brown  Angledozer 
which  has  given  satisfactory  service  for  the  past  few  years. 

It  is  with  groat  regret  that  I have  to  report  that 
one  of  the  Council's  employees  at  the  St.  John's  Road  refuse 
disposal  site  v/as  killed  there  when  he  was  knocked  dovm  by  a 
refuse  collection  vehicle « 

GULLY  CLEANSIITG 

The  Gully  Cleansing  and  Cesspool  emptying  machine 
continues  to  give  satisfactory  service.  Neighbouring 
Authorities  have  been  pleased  to  hire  this  machine  for  Gully 
and  Cesspool  emptying  in  their  districts. 

STREET  CLEANSING 

The  Mechanical  Sweeper  has  given  excellent  service 
during  the  year  under  review,  and  the  street  -washing  attaclimont 
has  been  a great  help  in  periods  of  dry  weather. 

It  would  be  pleasing  to  report  that  the  litter 
problem  was  being  solved,  but  this  is  not  so.  Extra  litter 
baskets  and  the  employment  of  larger  numbers  of  men  collecting 
the  litter  may  have  had  some  beneficial  effect  upon  this 
nuisance,  but  it  must  be  faced  that  the  problem  is  still  a 
most  serious  one. 

Even  the  national  advertising  through  the  press,  on 
television  and  on  posters  has  failed  to  make  a real  impact 
upon  many  members  of  the  British  public  who  seem  to  demand  the 
freedom  to  throw  their  litter  where  they  wish. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

There  are  twenty-throe  public  conveniences  in  the 
district.  In  last  year's  report,  mention  was  made  of  the 
need  for  additional  conveniences  and  the  enlargement  of 
existing  conveniences.  During  the  year  under  reviev/,  the 
whole  futui'G  policy  of  public  conveniences  in  the  district  was 
thoroughly  examined,  and  an  order  of  priorities  decided  upon. 

The  provision  of  an  additional  public  convenience  at 
The  Gap,  Holland-on-Sea  has  been  given  first  priority,  and  it 
is  hoped  to  complete  this_ by  early  19^2. 
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ATi-'IOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


During  the  year  the  measurement  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution  at  the  two  sites  v;as  continued » 

One  is  situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  Ogilvie 
School  of  Recovery,  Holland  Road,  Clacton,  consisting  of  an 
Atmospheric  Deposit  Gauge  for  measuring  deposited  matter, 
and  a Lead  Peroxide  Instrument  for  measuring  sulphur  dioxide. 
These  are  changed  each  month  and  sent  away  for  examination. 

The  other  site  in  the  Public  Health  Department, 
Clacton,  consists  of  a combined  smoke  filter  and  volumetric 
sulphur  dioxide  bubbler.  Air  is  dravm  in  from  outside, 
measured,  and  passed  through  a smoke  filter  and  then  through 
the  sulphur  dioxide  bubbler.  The  filter  paper  and  bubbler 
solution  are  changed  daily,  and  examined  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  to  find  the  amount  of  smoke  trapped  by  the  filter 
paper  and  sulphur  dioxide  found  in  the  solution.

The  Council  has  been  asked  to  agree  to  the  opening 
of  another  station  similar  to  that  operating  in  the  Public 
Health  Department » This  would  be  sited  in  an  area  of  lower 
density  than  the  town  centre,  possibly  at  Ilolland-on-Sca. 
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
